Part III DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Prosecution on the merits is closed in accordance with the practice under Ex parte 
Quayle, 1935 CD. 11, 453 O.G. 213.

2. This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal matters: 

Drawings 

3. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, an electrical device container, a 
housing, an electrical switch recited in claim 1 and a container, a housing an electrical switch 
a power circuit recited in claim 10 and terminals recited in claims 4 and 13 must be shown or 
the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). The examiner suggest showing reference number 
for an electrical device container, a housing, an electrical switch, a container, a housing , 
terminals, and a power circuit . A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are 
required in reply to the office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to 
the drawings will not be held in abeyance. No new matter should be entered. 

Applicant is responsible for showing reference number for claimed invention. 

4. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, Applicant's to provide a drawing 
showing an electrical switch adapted to be coupled to said power circuit as claimed in claim 1. 
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5. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, Applicant's to provide a drawing 
showing a substrate disposed inside said container and an electrical switch adapted to be 
coupled to said power circuit as claimed in claim 10. 

6. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) because they 
do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the description: element 31 . 
Correction is required. 

7. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) because they 
include the following reference sign(s) not mentioned in the description: element 23. 
Correction is required. 

8. Applicant is required to submit a proposed drawing correction in reply to this office 
action. However, formal correction of the noted defect may be deferred until after the examiner 
has considered the proposed drawing correction. Failure to timely submit the proposed 
drawing correction will result in the abandonment of the application. 

Specification 

9. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: the reference 
characters must be properly applied, no single reference character being used for two 
different parts or for a given part and a modification of such part. Such as in the specification 
on page 5 paragraph 0019 , " the soft shoulder portion 21" while on page 6 line 1 , "the 
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opening 21". Applicant is responsible for providing separate reference number for each part 
disclosed in the specification. See MPEP § 608.01 (g) . 

Applicant is responsible for reviewing the entire specification for each reference number and 

revise as required. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

10. Claims 1-26 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the drawings 
objection, set forth in this Office action. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The primary reasons for the indication of the allowability of claims 1-26 are the inclusion 
therein, in combination as currently claimed, of the limitation of the apparatus comprising: 
a skirt substantially covering said housing and said electrical switch, and having a pliable 
shoulder portion that defines an opening through which said housing end extends. 
The previously listed limitation is neither disclosed nor taught by the prior art of record, alone 
or in combination. 

Other prior art cited 

1 1 . The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Laflamme, Dodds, Cheng, Childers, Hagerman, Braun and Kambouris disclose a 
box similar to applicant's claimed invention.
